WHEREAS,  On  November  6, 1996,  the  voters  passed  the  California  Compassionate 
Use  Act  (Proposition  215).  In  January  1997,  Judge  Garcia  of  San  Francisco  ruled  that 
cannabis  dispensaries  could  operate  under  the  guidelines  of  Prop.  215  as  long  as  they 
followed  specific  required  procedures;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  18,  2002,  the  California  Supreme  Court  ruled,  "The  possession 
and  cultivation  of  marijuana  is  no  more  criminal  -  so  long  as  [the  law's]  conditions  are 
satisfied  -  than  the  possession  and  acquisition  of  any  prescription  drug  with  a  physician's 
prescription;"  and 

WHEREAS,  States  iike  California  thai  passed  medical  marijuana  referenda  must  be 
accountable  for  implementing  the  voters'  will;  and 

WHEREAS,  thousands  of  seriously  and  critically  ill  patients  who  currently  rely  on  safe 
access  to  medical  marijuana  in  8  States  that  allow  it  are  under  threat  of  Federal  arrest  and 
prosecution;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  6th,  1988,  after  16  years  of  court  battles,  the  DEA's  chief 
administrative  law  judge,  Francis  L.  Young,  ruled:  "Marijuana,  in  its  natural  form,  is  one  of  the 
safest  therapeutically  active  substances  known....  [Tjhe  provisions  of  the  [Controlled 
Substances]  Act  permit  and  require  the  transfer  of  marijuana  from  Schedule  I  to  Schedule  II... 
It  would  be  unreasonable,  arbitrary  and  capricious  for  DEA  to  continue  to  stand  between 
those  sufferers  and  the  benefits  of  this  substance;"  and

WHEREAS,  The  voters  that  passed  Proposition  215  have  been  given  confusing  and 
inaccurate  information  by  the  DEA  and  the  ONDCP  in  order  to  lessen  the  critique  of  DEA 
raids  that  threaten  the  safe  access  by  seriously  ill  patients  of  the  medical  marijuana 
recommended  by  their  physicians;  and 

WHEREAS,  Voters  deserve  to  know  accurate  and  clear  information  on  who  uses  and 
benefits  from  the  use  of  marijuana  as  medicine;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  approving  an  amended  contract  with  Calpine  Energy  Services  for  the 
purchase  of  electricity  through  June  30,  2006. 

WHEREAS,  Hetch  Hetchy  has  historically  purchased  power  to  meet  its  energy 
requirements  from  the  short  term  California  wholesale  market  and  through  long-term  power 
contracts;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  May  7,  2001 ,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  by  resolution  a  five 
year  power  contract  with  Calpine  Energy  Services,  L.P.  ("Calpine")  for  the  purchase  of 
electricity  through  June  30,  2006;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Hetch  Hetchy  determined  that  renegotiation  of  the  Calpine  power  contract 
was  necessary  to  ensure  a  more  competitive  price  and  to  restructure  the  schedule  and 
quantity  of  energy  provided  under  the  contract;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directed  City  staff  to 
negotiate  with  Calpine  to  attempt  to  modify  the  Calpine  power  contract;  and 

WHEREAS,  as  the  result  of  negotiations  with  Calpine,  the  parties  have  agreed  to  an 

amended  Calpine  power  contract,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
030219 

File  No.  ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  under  the  amended  Calpine  power  coniraci,  the  price  per  MW  has  been 
reduced  from  $75.25  to  $69.00  for  the  remaining  term  of  the  contract;  and, 

WHEREAS,  this  price  reduction  will  result  in  substantial  savings  to  the  City  of 
approximately  $  1 7,231 ,400  through  the  remainder  of  the  contract  term;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  under  the  amended  Calpine  power  contract,  the  energy  schedule  has 
been  changed  such  that  Hetch  Hetchy  will  receive  power  according  to  the  following  schedule: 
1)  during  the  first  quarter  of  each  year  40  MWs  at  all  hours;  2)  during  the  second  quarter  of 
each  year  30  MWs  at  all  hours;  3)  during  the  third  quarter  of  each  year  50  MWs  at  all  hours 
plus  5MWs  during  peak  hours;  and  4)  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  each  year  60MWs  at  all 
hours  plus  15  MWs  during  peak  hours;  and, 

WHEREAS,  these  changes  in  the  energy  delivery  schedule  provide  value  to  the  City 
because  the  revised  schedule  more  closely  matches  the  City's  energy  needs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  under  the  amended  Calpine  power  contract,  San  Francisco  waives  all  right 
to  challenge  the  validity  or  the  justness  and  reasonableness  of  the  amended  Calpine  power 
agreement,  including  with  respect  to  any  rights  under  Sections  205  and  206  of  the  Federal 
power  Act  to  request  the  FERC  to  revise  the  terms  and  conditions  and  the  rates  or  services 
jecified  in  this  Agreement,  and  agrees  not  to  initiate  mediation  or  arbitration  or  to  make  any

WHEREAS,  On  January  21,  2003,  GlaxoSmithKline,  the  world's  second  largest  drug 
maker,  stopped  shipping  its  prescription  drugs  to  Canadian  pharmacies  that  sell  to  American 
prescription  holders  on  the  Internet  and  will  not  resume  shipment  of  supplies  until  these 
pharmacies  stop  filling  U.S.  prescriptions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  cost  of  many  prescription  drugs  are  prohibitively  expensive  especially 
for  people  on  fixed  incomes  and  who  do  not  have  insurance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  one-third  of  senior  citizens  in  the  United  States  are  without 
prescription  drug  insurance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  General  Accounting  Office  of  the  United  States  estimates  that  a  U.S. 
consumer  pays  on  average  one-third  more  for  a  prescription  drug  than  a  consumer  pays  for

Resolution  endorsing  the  concept  of  a  mixed-use  development  project  at  1 0th  and 
Market  Streets  including  affordable  and  market  rate  housing  and  a  new  City  office 
building,  and  directing  City  staff  to  identify  the  key  terms  and  conditions  of  agreements 
effectuating  such  a  project. 

WHEREAS,  The  Mid-Market  Development  Corporation  ("MMDC")  is  a  joint  venture  of 
Citizens  Housing  Corporation  ("CHC")  and  the  Tenderloin  Neighborhood  Development 
Corporation  ("TNDC"),  two  non-profit  public  benefit  corporations  that  provide  and  preserve 
quality  affordable  housing  for  low  income  Caiifornians;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MMDC  owns  a  2.18  acre  parcel  of  land  located  on  the  eastern  half  of  the 
block  bounded  by  Market,  Tenth,  Mission  and  Eleventh  Streets  in  the  Civic  Center  area  of

Resolution  supporting  the  precautionary  principle  and  requesting  the  Department  of

WHEREAS,  the  Precautionary  Principle  dictates  that  where  threats  of  serious  or 
irreversible  damage  to  people  or  natural  systems  exist,  lack  of  full  scientific  certainty  relating 
to  cause  and  effect  shall  not  be,viewed  as  sufficient  reason  to  postpone  measures  to  prevent 
the  degradation  of  the  environment  or  protect  human  health.  The  precautionary  principle 
requires  a  careful  analysis  of  available  alternatives  using  the  best  science  and  selection  of  the 
alternative  presenting  the  least  potential  threat  to  human  health  and  natural  systems;  and 
selecting  the  alternatives  that  minimize  human  impacts  to  human  health  and  the  environment 
often  results  in  long-term  cost  savings;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  has  endorsed  the  Precautionary  Principle  in  international 
and  other  statements  such  as  the  Rio  Declaration  of  the  1992  United  Nations  Conference  on 
the  Environment  and  the  Persistent  Organic  Pollutant  Treaty;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  city  of  San  Francisco  has  adopted  a  number  of  successful 
environmental  ordinances  applying  a  precautionary  principle  approach  to  specific  City 
purchases  and  activities  including  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Ordinance,  the  Resource 
Efficient  Building  Ordinance,  the  Healthy  Air  Ordinance,  and  the  Environmentally  Preferable 


Purchasing  Ordinance;  and

WHEREAS,  adopting  the  Precautionary  Principle  in  purchasing  practices  will  enable 
the  City/County  of  San  Francisco  to  lead  by  example  and  to  demonstrate  to  residents  and 
commercial  entities  that  adopting  similar  practices  will  achieve  significant  protection  of  local 
natural  resources;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  January  2002,  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  formed  an  Ad  Hoc 
Precautionary  Principle  Committee  to  consider  and  develop  recommendations  for  the  full 
Commission,  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  on  whether  and  how  the  City  should 
endorse  and  implement  the  precautionary  principle;  and

principle  to  the  City's  purchase  of  commodities  which  complements  existing  City  purchasing

WHEREAS,  These  toxic  pollutants  include:  carbon  monoxide  (CO)  that  reduces  the 
blood's  ability  to  supply  oxygen  to  body  tissues;  oxides  of  nitrogen  (N02)  which  impair  proper 
functioning  of  the  respiratory  system  and  its  ability  to  fight  infection  as  well  as  being  a 
precursor  to  acid  rain  and  acid  fog;  volatile  organic  compounds  (VOCs)  that  form  irritating, 
toxic  and/or  cancer-causing  substances  such  as  benzene,  formaldehyde  and  benzo-a-pyrene;

Franciscans,  from  reducing  unsolved  crimes  to  neutralizing  gang  activity  to  increasing 
protection  against  terrorism;  and, 

WHEREAS,  New  York  City  and  Chicago  have  led  the  way  in  using  innovative 
technology  to  reduce  crime  and  improve  the  safety  of  their  residents.  Their  usage  of  the 
CompStat  and  CLEAR  programs  provide  a  model  for  how  San  Francisco  can  benefit  from 
improved  crime-fighting  technology;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  the  New  York  Police  Department  implemented  CompStat 
technology,  New  York  City's  rate  of  violent  crime  declined  dramatically,  far  outpacing  national 
trends;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Between  1993  and  1998,  New  York  City  experienced  a  53  percent  drop  in 
its  burglary  rate,  54  percent  drop  in  reported  robberies  and  a  67  percent  drop  in  homicides. 
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WHEREAS,  CompStat  is  a  marriage  of  technology  and  managing  for  results  and 
includes  the  principles  of  1)  accurate  and  timely  intelligence,  2)  rapid  deployment,  3)  effective 
tactics,  and  4)  relentless  follow-up  and  assessment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Each  day,  this  technology  allows  precincts  to  electronically  record 
information  about  crimes  committed,  arrests  made  and  citizen  complaints;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  recently  received  a  grant  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Justice  to  purchase  state  of  the  art  crime  mapping  technology,  which 
would  assist  the  department  to  begin  to  implement  the  technology  component  of  Compstat;

WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  the  implementation  of  CompStat  would  allow  for  the 
identification  of  crime  trends  and  patterns,  which  would  enable  more  preventative  action;  and

WHEREAS,  For  25  years  the  members  of  the  Mission  District  community,  including 
education  activists,  representatives  of  business  and  labor,  parents,  students,  faculty,  and 
staff,  have  been  urging  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  to  establish  a 
permanent  campus  in  the  neighborhood  for  purposes  of  expanding  this  critical  area  of  growth

WHEREAS,  Ninety  percent  of  the  students  enrolled  at  the  current  campus  facilities  are 
first-time  college  students,  85%  of  whom  are  students  of  color;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  new,  permanent  location  of  the  campus  site  will  provide  for  an  expanded 
array  of  program  offerings  and  training  to  ensure  that  these  current  and  prospective  students

d)  SFUSD  will  have  the  option  to  extend  the  Downtown  High  School  use  of  the  property 
for  an  additional  30  years  under  a  lease  agreement  that  would  be  50%  of  the  market 
rental  rate,  and 

e)  SFUSD  will  have  access  to  programming  and  air-time  of  the  City  College  Television 
network  for  purposes  of  promoting  education  and  District  Programs  and  Policies;  now, 
therefore  be  it

WHEREAS,  On  March  18, 1963,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  unanimously  ruled 
that  the  exercise  of  constitutional  rights  ought  not  to  depend  on  a  person's  wealth  or

WHEREAS,  The  Supreme  Court  further  affirmed  that  trial  and  conviction  without  the 
assistance  of  counsel  is  fundamentally  unfair  and  violates  the  Sixth  and  Fourteenth 
Amendments  to  the  United  States  Constitution;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Forty  years  after  the  Gideon  decision,  implementation  of  the  right  to 
counsel  is  extremely  uneven  across  the  nation,  and  people  in  other  jurisdictions  who  cannot 
afford  counsel  are  denied  their  basic  right  to  a  qualified  attorney,  resulting  in  unjust,  life- 
altering  verdicts;  and,

Resolution  ratifying  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  emergency  contract  for  recovery 
and  repair  of  marine  vessel  known  as  Drydock  #1. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  B3.581  provides  that  the  San  Francisco 
Port  Commission  has  the  exclusive  power  to  perform  or  accomplish  the  construction, 
reconstruction,  repair,  operation  and  use  of  all  works,  buildings,  facilities,  utilities,  structures 
and  appliances  incidental  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  promotion  and  accommodation  of 
commerce  and  navigation  or  located  within  the  port  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  may  confer  on  the  Port  Director  the  authority  to 
enter  into  contracts  germane  to  the  scope  of  the  Commission's  powers  and  duties;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  7,  2002  during  a  high  wind  storm,  the  marine  vessel,  known 
as  Dry  Dock  #1  (Dimensions  654  feet  long  by  125  feet  wide),  broke  free  from  its  mooring, 
parting  its  lines  and  tearing  five  mooring  bits  from  their  footings  on  the  pier,  and  went  adrift 
before  it  went  aground  at  Yerba  Buena  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  12,  2002,  the  Port  Commission  declared  the  existence  of  an 
emergency  due  to  the  threat  to  public  health  and  safety  because  the  Drydock  #  1  posed  a 
threat  to  navigation,  the  Bay  Bridge  footings,  and  to  the  BART  tube  if  it  was  not  secured  and 
repairs  made  to  the  holes  in  the  hull  to  prevent  its  sinking;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  emergency  declaration,  the  Port  entered  into  emergency 
contracts  with  various  tug  boat  companies,  marine  equipment  suppliers  and  with  Titan 
Maritime,  Inc.  to  perform  salvage  operations  to  recover  Drydock  #1,  complete  emergency 
repairs  and  transport  it  to  a  safe  harbor  at  the  Port;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Titan  Maritime,  Inc.  assisted  in  stabilizing  and  securing  the  Dry  Dock  #1  at 
its  resting  place  at  Yerba  Buena  Island,  performed  an  underwater  assessment  to  determine 
the  best  procedure  to  recover  the  Dry  Dock  #1,  executed  temporary  welding  and  repairs  to  the 
hull,  obtained  and  operated  pumping  equipment  to  refloat  the  Dry  Dock  #1 ,  provided  tugs  and 
pilots  for  the  transport  to  a  safe  berth  on  December  8,  2002,  and  assumed  round  the  clock 
custodial  care,  including  insurance  and  indemnity,  between  December  8  and  December  22, 
2002;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Further  repairs,  performed  out  of  the  water  in  a  drydock,  were  required  to 
repair  the  damage  to  Drydock  #1  to  prevent  it  from  taking  on  water  and  sinking;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  20,  2002  the  Port  entered  into  an  emergency  contract  with 
San  Francisco  Dry  Dock,  Inc.  at  Pier  70  to  transfer  Dry  Dock  #1  into  its  larger  dry  dock  for  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $500,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Dry  Dock,  Inc.  completed  a  scope  of  work  including 
assessment  of  hull  damage  and  general  inspections  as  to  seaworthiness,  harden  and  improve 
the  temporary  repairs  executed  by  Titan  Maritime  when  the  drydock  was  aground  by  replacing 
wooden  and  plastic  patches  with  metal  plating,  retracting  the  outrigger-aprons  onto  the  main 
deck  of  Drydock  #1  to  improve  tow  characteristics,  removing  exterior  cat  walks,  refloating  Dry 
Dock  #1,  and  berthing  the  drydock  in  a  safe,  wind  protected  berth,  at  a  cost  of  $300  per  day, 
for  invoices  totaling  $240,835  to  date;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Upon  the  execution  of  the  contract  with  San  Francisco  Dry  Dock,  Inc.  and 
the  transfer  of  Dry  Dock  #1  into  the  operating  drydock  facility,  the  Port  was  able  to  terminate 
its  agreement  with  Titan  Maritime,  Inc.  with  invoices  under  that  contract  totaling  $1 ,21 3,098; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Dry  Dock,  Inc.  controls  and  operates  the  only  drydock 
facility  in  San  Francisco  Bay  capable  of  receiving  Dry  Dock  #1  for  repairs;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  remaining  scope  of  work  under  consideration  includes  additional 
repairs  or  modifications  to  Dry  Dock#1  as  required  to  achieve  United  States  Coast  Guard 
permits,  and  possible  further  modifications  depending  upon  the  ultimate  disposition  method 
selected  pursuant  to  a  contracting  process  that  will  proceed  on  a  non-emergency  basis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Administrative  Code  Section  6.60,  the  Port  notified  the 
Controller  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  existence  of  the  emergency  and  the  need  for 
the  emergency  contracts,  and  because  the  Titan  Maritime,  Inc.  contract  was  on  a  time  and 
materials  basis  it  was  not  possible  to  bring  a  final  contract  amount  to  this  Board  for  approval 
until  all  of  the  invoices  were  received  and  reviewed  for  accuracy  and  reasonableness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Port  now  seeks  the  ratification  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
contract  with  Titan  Maritime,  Inc.,  as  it  exceeds  the  $250,000  threshold  established  in 
Administrative  Code  6.60;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Port  will  continue  to  notify  the  Board  and  seek  such  approvals  as  are 
necessary,  consistent  with  budgetary  and  fiscal  procedures,  to  reallocate  Port  funds  to 
account  for  the  various  contracts  made  necessary  by  this  emergency  situation;  now, 
therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  4  million  Africans  and  their  descendants  were  enslaved  in  the  United 
States  from  1619  to  1865  and  the  institution  of  slavery  was  constitutionally  and  statutorily 
sanctioned  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  1789  through  1865;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  Congress  amended  the  Freedmen's  Bureau  Act  of  1865 
to  eliminate  the  requirement  that  freed  slaves  receive  40  acres  of  land  as  compensation  for 
slavery;  and, 

WHEREAS,  since  the  end  of  the  period  of  the  Civil  War  known  as  Reconstruction, 
when  the  Federal  Government  briefly  attempted  to  compensate  the  former  slave  community 
for  hundreds  of  years  of  bondage,  African-Americans  have  been  widely  prevented  through 
legal  and  extralegal  measures  from  obtaining  equal  education,  employment,  housing  and 
health  care;  in  short  prevented  from  joining  the  American  middle  class  in  substantial  numbers;

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WHEREAS,  slavery  in  America  constituted  an  immoral  and  inhumane  deprivation  of 
life,  liberty,  citizenship  rights  and  cultural  heritage  for  African  slaves  and  denied  them  the 
fruits  of  their  own  labor  while  building  a  great  and  wealthy  nation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  has  a  long  history  of  supporting  reparations  and 
reconciliation  including  a  formal  apology  and  reparations  to  Japanese  Americans  interned 
during  World  War  II  and  reparations  to  various  Indian  nations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Michigan  Congressman  John  Conyers,  with  the  full  support  of  California 
Barbara  Lee,  Maxine  Waters,  Diane  Watson  and  Juanita  Milender-McDonald,  has  introduced 
H.R.  40  and  it  has  the  endorsement  of  cities  such  as  Oakland  and  Berkeley,  CA,  Chicago,  IL, 
Detroit,  Ml,  Richmond,  VA,  Baltimore,  MD,  and  others;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  urging  passage  of  AB  196. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  San  Francisco  has  a  long  history  of  leadership  in  the  advancement 
of  civil  rights,  with  a  strong  record  in  fighting  discrimination  in  the  areas  of  housing  and 
employment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission  {"Commission")  conducted  a 
public  hearing  in  May  1994  investigating  discrimination  against  the  transgender  community; 
and 

WHEREAS,  A  Commission  finding  from  the  public  hearing  is  that  many  people,  including 
transgender  people  and  those  who  do  not  fit  gender  stereotypes  are  subject  to  severe 
discrimination  in  employment  and  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  Commission  finding  from  the  public  hearing  is  that  the  economic  hardship 
imposed  on  some  transgender  people  due  to  discrimination  in  employment  and  housing  force 
many  to  live  in  poverty  and/or  be  homeless;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  voters  added  gender  identity  as  a  protected  class  in  1993  to  the 
City's  Civil  Service  Code  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  added  gender  identity  as 
a  protected  class  in  employment,  public  accommodations,  and  housing  in  December  1994  in 
its  Administrative  Code  (Chapter  12)  and  Municipal  Code  (Article  33);  and 
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WHEREAS,  Further  information  compiled  by  the  Transgender  Civil  Rights  Implementation 
Task  Force  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  demonstrates  that  many  complaints  of 
employment  and  housing  discrimination  come  from  cities  and  counties  all  over  California  that 
do  not  protect  gender  identity  in  their  anti-discrimination  laws;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  in  1999  conducted  a  study 
which  concluded  that  the  unemployment  rate  for  transgender  San  Franciscans  was  70% 
while  47%  of  the  same  individuals  had  unstable  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Transgender  Law  Center  and  National  Center  for  Lesbian  Rights  reported 
in  a  recent  survey  that  employment  and  housing  discrimination  is  a  widespread,  serious 
problem  for  the  transgender  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  recognize  the  impact  employment 
discrimination  has  on  city  services  when  individuals  suffer  employment  discrimination  and  the 
burden  placed  on  city  government  when  tenants  are  evicted  based  upon  discrimination;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  San  Francisco  supports  the  principle  that  no  one  deserves  to  lose 
their  job  or  home  because  of  gender  characteristics  which  have  nothing  to  do  with  an 
individual's  qualifications  as  an  employee  or  tenant;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

urges  the  California  State  Legislature  and  Governor  Davis  to  enact  into  law  AB  196  (Leno) 
which  will  make  progress  towards  ending  discrimination  in  employment  and  housing  for 
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transgender  people  by  amending  the  Fair  Employment  and  Housing  Act  to  include  "gender" 
as  a  protected  category,  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Boardjorward  this  resolution  to  Governor 
Davis,  to  State  Senators  John  Burton,  and  Jackie  Speier  and  to  Assembly  Members  Leland
